left homeless; and although this figure 
must always remain conjectural, 300 
persons lost their lives. Look on that 
picture of thirty-five years ago, and on 
this one today! Incomparably more 
terrible is the plight of San Francisco. 
Double the area devastated; and no 
four-fifths of the population left with 
homes wherein to shelter the home- 
less one-fifth. The great fire of Chi- 
cago has always been accounted Amer- 
ica’s most disastrous calamity. But 
henceforth it will be the great fire of 
San Francisco that will de thus cited. 
And pray God the record may never 
again be broken! 

All other notable conflagrations 
pale Into insignificance when compared 
with those of Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco. Boston in 1872 had fifty acres 
in the business portion of her city fire- 
swept, and property destroyed to the 
value of $75,000,000. Baltimore in 1904 
had nearly a square mile of its business 
section consumed, and $80,000,000 
worth of property destroyed. But 
neither of these disasters involved se- 
rious loss of life, nor the sacrifice of 
homes with the pitiful tragedies and 
terrible sufferings thereby involved.
